Johnson Stiff 
Sitting Out 
Convention

AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson, hero of the 1964 
Democratic 
National Conven- 


tion, sat out the opening hours 
of the 1968 version at his Texas 
ranch 
today—giving 
no hint 


whether he'd show up in Chica- 
go, 


There were no announced-in- 


advance visitors to the LBJ 
Ranch at the start of the new 
work week and no indication 
Johnson would be competing for 
headlines with his party's nomi- 
nating convention. 


Because Johnson will be 60 on 


Tuesday, there has been con- 
siderable speculation he might 
fly to Chicago for rthe occasion. ,s 
It! is also "knowh| However, 


that the chief executive Is acute- 
ly conscious of the fact that few 
Incumbent presidents ever show 
up at a national convention be- 
fore the big nominating vote— 
and the one who did so most re- 
cently, Harry S. Truman, got 
little more than criticism for his 
effort. 


Only one bit of prospective of- 


ficial business for convention 
week has been announced: In a 
summor 
commencement 
ad- 


dress Saturday 
at his own 


school, Southwest Texas State 
College In nearby San Marcos, 
Johnson said that Wilbur Cohen, 
secretary of health, education 
and welfare, would be visiting 
the ranch later and brin^Inj; 
him a series of reports. 


Aides said Cohen's visit was 


not 
Imminent, 
The 
Cabinet 


member apparently planned to 
be In Chicago for the first days 
of the convention. 


Chancellor Kurt Georg Klesln- 


ger of West Germany said Sun- 
day In a radio interview that he 
felt it was time for a summit 
meeting of leades of the 14 na- 
tions allied In the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, which he 
termed "tired and languid." 
Klesinger said the invasion of 
Czechoslovakia by the Soviet 
Union and four of Its Warsaw 
Pact allies showed the need for 
such a session, 


A NATO summit could hardly 


take place without Johnson's ap- 
proval and the Texas White 
House, asked for comment on 
Klesinger's proposal, had none, 
It referred an inquirers to the 
State Department which said In 
Washington:

Hypocrifof, 
Senator Soys 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - State 


Sen. Richard Earl Griffin of 
Crossett, calling the current 
state liquor laws hypocritical, 
said Sunday he felt a bill should 
be adopted giving all counties 
three options on liquor laws. 


He said at a news conference 


that residents of each county 
should be allowed to decide 
whether the county is wet. or 
dry,,,and ..whether ,or.,no,t .mixed,, 
drinks should be legalized. 


."I realize this may Apoliti- 


cal suicide, but I feel very 
strongly about this," he said. 
"I feel that the world would 
be a better place In which to 
live if there were nonaclohollc 
beverages but we've got them 
and we might as well face up 
to it." 


Griffin also accused the A\- 


cholic Beverage Control Board 
using "selective law enforce- 
ment for political purposes." 


Griffin made the statement in 


reference to a raid Saturday at 
the Horseshoe Club at Crossett, 
ABC agents confiscated 27 cases 
of beer and 24 bottles of liquor 
in the raid and arrested Frank 
Simpson, Identified as the oper- 
ator of the club. 


Simpson, who was charged on 


six counts of liquor law viola- 
tions, was released on $1,200 
bond. 


Griffin said he had "pleaded" 


with 'ABC agents to raid the 
Prairie Country Club, which Is 
located between Crossett and 
Hamburg, and a Negro club.

Man Shoots 
Two, Then 
Kills Himself 


HARRISBURG, Ark. (AP)~A 


Harrisburg man shot and killed 
his wife and another man and 
then fired three shots into his 
own 
body 
Sunday outside 
a 


house less than one mile north- 
east of Harrisburg. 


Sheriff Ray Holmes of Poln- 


sett County said Roy L. Rob- 
erts, - 42, apparently ambushed 
his wife, Mrs, Wanda Roberts, 
36, and Calvin Taylor, 43, both 
of Harrisburg, and then killed 
himself. 


Holmes said the shootings oc- 


curred outside the homo of Mrs. 
Joyce Owens, Mrs. Roberts' 
sister. He said Mrs. Roberts 
was shot once in the chest with 
a .30-06 rifle and Taylor was 
shot once in the left side with 
the sameVkind of weapon. 


Authorities said Roberts shot 


himself In the stomach and In 
the forehead before firing a 
bullet into his brain. Officers 
said the second bullet was ap- 
parently faulty, because it did 
not pierece the skull. 


Mrs. Roberts died shortly aft- 


er being taken a clinic at Har- 
risburg. Both men were pro- 
nounced dead at the scene. 


A coroner's Inquest was set 


for today to officially rule on 
what happened. 


Officials said Mrs. Roberts 


had a divorce suit in the courts. 
Authorities said Roberts shot 
his wife in the stomach last 
Oct. 23 with a 16 gauge shot- 
gun. They said Mrs. Roberts 
told them the next day that the 
shooting was accidental but 30 
hours later she said it was in- 
tentional. 


A charge of assault with in- 


tent to kill against Roberts was 
dropped when his wife changed 
her story again and said the 
shooting was accidental. 


Police said they believed the 


shooting 
Sunday happened this 


way: 


Taylor 
and Mrs, Roberts, 


carrying a bundle of clothes, 
walked out of the house. Rob- 
erts was outside, hidden in 
some shrubs, Taylor was struck 
by two shots when he left the 
house and Mrs. Roberts was hit 
by a third shot, Roberts then 
shot himself and either crawled 
or stumbled to his wife's side, 
At this point, Mrs, Owens, who 
had been preparing breakfast, 
went outside, saw what hap. 
pened, and went for help. Rot* 
erts apparently shot htm sell 
twice more after Mrs, Owens 
left,

Smashing 


Communist thrusts across South 
Vietnam, allied forces killed 
more than 1,000 of the enemy to- 
day and Sunday and raised their 
toll to more than 6,000 Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese dead in 
the past eight days, military 
spokesmen reported today. 


The Intensified fighting went 


into its ninth day today with one 
battle still under way below the 
demilitarized zone. Near Con 
Thlen, U.S. Marines cordoned 
off more than 300 North Viet- 
namese troops and were trying 
to tighten the noose around 
them. Fifty-two of the enemy 
were reported killed. 


The U.S. Command said that 


more than 5,000 enemy troops 
were reported killed last week, 
The count has not been so high 
since the week ending Miy 18, 
when 5,348 were reported killed 
in the midst of the second major 
enemy offensive of the year. 


The latest 
enemy thrusts 


smashed by allied forces were 
across Vietnam's central high- 
lands and farther north along 
the coastal lowlands where hun- 
dreds of enemy troops were re- 
ported slain by allied Infantry- 
men and a massive rain of U.S. 
fire and air power. 


Senior U.S. officers in Da 


Nang said they saw no end to 
the intensified fighting. Total al- 
llpd' fflsufljtiffs hflyp been light, 
because "of"''superior. American 
firepower from bombers, artil- 
lery and helicopter gunships 
which have accounted for per- 
haps 50 per cent or more of the 
enemy dead. 


Military spokesmen in Saigon 


said two battalions of North 
Vietnamese had been wiped out 
in a weekend of savage fighting 
at the Due Lap Special Forces 
camp and a nearby district 
headquarters compound.
